“Not a Whisper” From Congress on 
Roosevelt Proposal of Three 
Weeks Ago, He Observes. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP).— 
Although President Roosevelt asked 


$460,000,000 of special defense 
taxes, Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau said today: “I have 
never seen the tax — 80 
dead.” 

He told reporters that not only 
have congressional leaders failed 
to consult him about the tax pro- 
posals—he has not even “heard a 
whisper” from Capitol Hill.

The protracted cold wave gripped 
St. Louis with new intensity today, 
as the temperature dropped below 
zero for the fifth time this month.

The minimum temperature, 
downtown, was 5.2 degrees below 
zero at 6 o’clock this morning and, 
at the municipal airport, 6.2 below 
at 7:35 o’clock. It was the wind, 


blowing 12 to 15 miles an hour from 
the northwest,-which made outdoor 
activity extremely unpleasant. 
There was cold comfort in the 
fact that the entire nation was in 
the frigid belt. Havre, Mont., 
the day’s holder of the extreme 
record—27 below—but Kirksville, 
Mo., had 18 below.

Some 
suffered more from the cold than 
others because they had had no 
breakfast,

Unpaid WPA Workers. 

Most of the applicants, as on all 
recent days, were WPA workers 
who have not been paid since Dec. 
22 because the weather has stopped 
work on outside projects. All had 
the same story to tell—no pay for 
more than a month, food and coal 
long since exhausted, and their 
wives and children waiting at home 
koping that they would return with 
relief orders for fuel and groceries. 

Emergency orders for food and 
coal were given them out of the 
$100,000 fund for State-wide use 
released last week by Gov. Stark, 
but instructions were to distribute 
the money as sparingly as possi- 
ble. 

There were 37 fires in the city 
yesterday and 11 in the first eight 
hours after midnight, including 
two spectacular and stubborn 
blazes on the riverfront. 

Water consumption has gone up, 
because householders permit fau- 
cets to run steadily to avoid freez- 
ing in cold quarters and, to some 
extent, because of increased de- 
mands for steam heating and the 
numerous blazes.

BACK HOME, NAZIS SAY 


Pocket Battleship Rechristened 
Luetzow; Old Name to Go 
to Larger Vessel. 


BERLIN, Jan. 25 (AP). -—Ger- 
many announced today that the 
pocket battleship Deutschland “re- 
turned home recently” after raid- 
ing merchant shipping in the At- 
lantic since the war’s outbreak and 
also disclosed that the raider had 
been renamed the Luetzow in or- 
der to reserve its old name for a 
mightier fighting ship. 

An official announcement said 
that Adolf Hitler had ordered re- 
naming of the 10,000-ton Deutsch- 
land as the high command commu- 
nique told of the warship’s return. 

The complete communique said: 

“No special events in the west. 
Air force units carried out recon- 
naissance flights over France and 
Britain. 

“The armored ship Deutschland, 
which has been conducting mercan- 
tile warfare in the Atlantic since 
the outbreak of war, returned home 
recently.” 

The original Luetzow, a heavy 
cruiser, also will be renamed. Fifth 
of a new German series of 10,000- 
ton cruisers, it was launched at 
Bremen July 1. What its new name 
will be was not disclosed. 


LONDON, Jan. 25 (AP).—Sink- 
ing of the 13833-ton Finnish steam- 
er Onto by a mine in the North 
Sea was disclosed today when the 
crew of 18 reached a northeast 
coast port aboard a Greek vessel. 
The men said the Onto sank Tues- 
day. 

Eleven sailors of the 1640-ton 
Swedish steamer Gothia reached a 
Scottish island in a small boat to- 
day reporting that their ship sank 
after an explosion several days ago. 
Three were killed and 10 missing. 
2 The British Admiralty announced 
that 68 men were missing, instead 
of the 73 reported Sunday, in the 
sinking of the destroyer Grenville 
by a mine or torpedo. Eight ochers 
were known to be dead. 

A Netherlands steamer carried to

There was 
nothing to show the nationality of 
the men. 

The British disclosed the Norwe- 
gian steamer Ila, 1580 tons, was 
wrecked Sunday off the English 
coast. A lifeboat landed the crew. 

Reports of new sinkings sent the 
known losses of all nations to 338 
vessels and presaged what may 
be the most disastrous week of sea 
warfare since the conflict began 
last Sept. 3. 

The 338 ships sent to the bottom 
represent more than 1,185,840 gross 
tons. At least 3068 persons have 
been killed or drowned.

I have heard their story. I hope I 
am not too bold in saying that I 
have become acquainted, in part at 
least, with their intimate needs and 
problems.” 


In his conception of the indus- 
trial problem, Farley reduced his 
analysis to five interwoven  fac- 
tors, the employer, the employe, 
the stockholder, the consumer and 
the government. He urged co-op- 
eration and a fair deal for each, 


For “Fair Profit.” 
The employers, he said, should 


; have an opportunity to make a 


fair margin of profit and at the 
same time operate under conscious 
sense of the public welfare. Beyond 
this “he must recognize the legal 
validity of the status and the moral 
rights of the worker and the rea- 
sonable wisdom of a just participa- 
tion of labor in the fruits of its 
service.” 

Labor, said Farley, is no longer 
a commodity and shall not be bar- 
tered, sold, trafficked and market 
placed as an inhuman senseless 
product, 

As to the stockholder, the speak- 
er said that the American investor 
could not be expected te risk his 
capital without a reasonable regard 
for the profit motive. 

“This applies,” he continued, 
“with equal force when taxes be- 
come so burdensome as to stifle 
private initiative and abolish fair 
prospects of profit. If we should 
ever at any time in America rub 
out the profit motive, we lay the 
foundation of the  Totalitarian 
state.” 

Declaring that the Government 
must consider the other four 
factors he had enumerated, Far- 
ley said: 

“My conception of the Govern- 


ment in business is that Govern- | 


ment should act as an umpire and 
all know that the first duty of 
an umpire is fair play and no fav- 
orites, to call fouls when fouls are 
committed and to follow the ball 
without prejudice or bias.” 


This is a typical platform rhetoric 
of a national candidate, but it 
evades the questions as to who 
makes the rules which the Gov- 
ernment as an “umpire” applies. 
The New Deal has been making 
the rules. 


In his remarks about the agri- 
cultural problem, Farley echoed 
many of the statements and statis- 
tics of Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace about lost market, im- 
proved efficiency and the retalia- 
tory effects of the 1930 tariff law.

TOKYO, Jan. 25 (AP).—An Ad- 
miralty spokesman, asserting Ja- 
pan's national sentiments had been 
“outraged” by British removal of 
21 German passengers from the 
Japanese steamer ama Maru, 
said today, “The navy is making 
preparations to prevent such inci- 
dents in the future.” 

He declined to divulge the nature 
of such preparations, but said he 
was “deeply interested” in the 
American republics’ 300-mile neu- 
trality belt and patrol program. 

Observers said it was probable 
that Japan would adopt similar 
measures. 

The spokesman said he was un- 
willing to discuss the legal aspects 
of the removal of the Germans from 
the Asama Maru near Japan Satur- 
day, but asserted, “National feel- 
ings are more important than ques- 
tions of law. The issue lies not in 
the fact that the Germans were 
removed, but that the incident oc- 
curred at Japan’s very front gate.” 

The Japanese preventive program 
was said to await the British reply 
to a Foreign Office protest. 

The Foreign Office denied it had 
ordered Japanese ships to cease ac- 
cepting belligerent nationals as pas- 
sengers. 

In San Francisco, however, exec- 
uties of Nippon Yusen Kaisha, the 
Japan Mail Line, said no more Ger- 
mans subject to military duty would 
be accepted as passengers, and that 
Germans seeking passage must 
make affidavits that they were not 
eligible for army or navy service 
and were not returning to Germany 
by Government order. Both the 
Asama Maru and the Tatuta Maru, 
which was halted by an unidenti- 
fied warship between San Francis- 
co and Honolulu, are NYK ships. 

Capt. Yoshisada Watanabe of the 
Asama Maru was retired from ac- 
tive service today by the NYK line 
on the ground of misconduct in 
connection with the halting of his 
ship. No further explanation was 
given.

In Deep South 


Southern dishes and ways of pre- 
paring them huve always had an 
enthusiastic and eloquent follow- 
ing. Golden fried chicken with 
rich gravy, beaten biscuits with 
melting butter, barbecues and old- 
fashioned hominy are words to 
conjure with not only south of 


the Mason-Dixon line but where-} 


ever good food is appreciated. 
Good cooking is a tradition in 
the deep South. Every plantation 
and old family have treasured 
recipes which have been handed 
down from generation to genera- 


tion. Many of them go back to 
Revolutionary days. Among the 
best known of them is this old 
recipe for 

Lye Homing. 

One gallon shelled corn. 

One-half quart oak ashes. 

Salt to ‘taste. 

Boil corn about three hours, or 
until the husk comes off, with oak 
ashes which must be tied in a bag 
—a small sugar sack will answer. 
Then wash in three waters. Cook 
a second time about four hours, 
or until tender. 

And if anyone should care to in- 
quire, this is an all-day job! 

One of the things southerners 
do on plantations is to give big 
barbecues. Some of these planta- 
tions are known through the en- 
tire township for the exquisite 
piquancy of the barbecue sauce, an 
integral part of the ritual of bar- 
becuing. Here is a rather elaborate 
recipe: 


Barbecue Sauce. 

One pint cooking oil. 

Two pounds butter. 

Five bottles barbecue sauce (3%- 
©unce bottles). 

One-half pint vinegar. 

One cup lemon juice. 

Two bottles tomato catsup (14- 
ounce bottles). 

One bottle Worchester Sauce (10- 
ounce bottles). 

One tablespoon tabasco sauce. 

Two buttons garlic, chopped fine. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

This will barbecue eight chickens 
weighing from two and one-half to 
three pounds. In barbecuing, 
keep a slow fire and have live 
coals to add during the process of 
cooking, which takes about two 
hours. The secret lies in the slow 
cooking and the constant mopping 
of the meat with the sauce. Keep 
the chickens wet at all times and 
turn often. If hotter sauce is de- 
sired, and red pepper and more 
tabasco sauce. 

For a more simple recipe: 

Heat together: Four ounces vine- 
gar, 14 ounces catsup, three ounces 
Worchester sauce, the juice of one 
lemon, two tablespoons salt, red and 
black pepper to taste, and four 
ounces butter. Baste the meat con- 
stantly while cooking. 

While gumbos are associated al- 
most entirely with New Orleans, 
they are equally popular in the 
coast towns of the South where 
sea food is available. This recipe 
is a quantity recipe and will take 
care of a large and hungry gath- 
ering. 


Sea Food Gumbo. 


Two quarts okra, sliced. 

Two large green peppers. 

One large stalk celery. 

Six medium sized onions. 

One bunch parsley. 

One-half quart diced ham. 

Two cans No. 2 tomatoes. 

Two cans tomato paste. 

Three pounds cleaned shrimp. 

Two dozen hard crabs, cleaned 
and broken into bits. 

One hundred oysters and juice. 

One-half cup bacon drippings. 

One cup flour. 

Small bundle of bay leaf and 
thyme. 

Salt and pepper to taste.

One teaspoon steak sauce. 
One and a half gallons chicken or 
ham stock. 

Put ham in pot and smother until, 
done. Then add sliced okra, and 
also celery, peppers, onions, and 
parsley all ground together. Cover 
and cook until well done. Then add 
tomatoes and tomato paste. 

Next put in the shrimp, crabs, 
crab meat and oysters. Make brown 
roux of bacon dripping: and flour 
and add to the above. Add the soup 
stock, and throw into pot bay leaves 
and thyme, salt and pepper, and 
sauce. 
This makes three gallons of gum- 
bo. Add one tablespoon of steamed 
rice to each serving. 

Beaten Biscuit. 
Four cups flour measured before 
sifting. 

Three-quarters cup lard. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Four teaspoons sugar. 

Enough icewater and milk to 
make a stiff dough (about one-half 
cup). 

Break 150 times until the dough 
pops. Roll out and cut, and prick 
with a fork. Bake in a 400-degree 
oven, When biscuits are a light 
brown, turn off the heat and leave 
them in the oven with the door 
open until they sink well, to make 
them done in the middle. 

Spanish Rice, 

Four tablespoons oil. 

One cup rice, 

One onion, sliced. 

One green pepper, chopped. 

One quart canned tomatoes. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

A little less than one-fourth tea- 
spoon pepper. 

Heat two tablespoons oil in large 
frying pan and add rice. Cook un- 
til brown, stirring constantly. Cook 
remaining two tablespoons oil with 
onion and green pepper until the 
rice is tender, stirring constantly. 
Add a little hot tomato juice if the 
rice seems dry. Add seasonings. 
Serves six. 

A collection of recipes from the

Have silver goblet thoroughly 
chilled. 

Take half lump sugar and dis- 
solve in tablespoon water. 

Take single leaf mint and bruise 
it between fingers, dropping it into 
dissolved sugar. 

Strain after stirring. 

Fill the goblet with crushed ice, 
to capacity. 

Pour in all the bourbon whisky 
the goblet will hold. 

Put a sprig of mint in the top of 
the goblet, for bouquet. 

Let goblet stand until FROSTED. 

Serve rapidly. |

In Bazaar Sequence 


“CHARITY BAZAAR” of 1861 

comes to life out of Georgia 

newspapers of 75 years ago, 
more than 100 books of the period 
and a number of rare unpublished 
personal letters and diaries. 

At such a bazaar, articles of home 
manufacture were offered for gale, 
the proceeds to be devoted to 
charity, or in this particular in- 
stance, for the relief of wounded 
soldiers. The bazaar is one of the 
sequences in the production, “Gone 
With the Wind.” 

As a result of discoveries ema- 
nating from the research depart- 
ment, more than 10,000 articles, 
most. of them genuinely antique, 
were assembled. Among them were 
magnificent hand - embroidered 
quilts and woven bedspreads, knit- 
ted stockings and gloves, towels and 
pillow cases, sunbonnets, and 
woven hats made of corn shucks, 
stuffed animals and birds, then in 
vogue as parlor ornaments, hand- 
painted photograph albums and 
moustache cups, There were even 
oil lamps, in which whale oil was 
burned, and hand-knit “egg cosies” 
—an article now nearly extinct. 

Church, societies and lodges were 
the usual sponsors of charity. ba- 
zaars, but during the Civil War 
most of them were conducted by 
various soldier relief organizations. 
Merchants sometimes contributed 
articles for sale, usually donating 
the proceeds, or a generous part of 
them for “the cause.” Orders for 
photographic and dental work were 
taken, with liberal commissions to 
the ladies who handled the business. 

As the bazaar ia the picture was 
a war activity, the patriotic motif 
was prominent, with more than 1000 
Confederate flags on display. Large 
pictures of Jefferson Davis and 
the Confederate Vice-President. 
Alexander H. Stephens, occupied 
one end of the big room, and em- 
broidered mottos with patriotic sen- 
timents were exhibited. 


Test for Battle Flags 


Battle flags that have withstood 
the test of time and shrapnel were 
subjected to a new test in the film- 
ing of “Gone With the Wind.” The 
photogenic qualities of the four of- 
ficial flags of the Confederacy had 
to be established because of close 
resemblance to the Union Flag. 
Following the battle of Manassas 
the starry cross of blue on a square 
red field was adopted. This flag 
solved the problem.

The whatnot, once crowded with 
dust-catching souvenirs of foreign 
travels, has found a simplified 
counterpart in the present-day Vic- 
torian drawing room. For its 
shelves there is a wide range of 
choice from reproductions of Staf- 
fordshire figures, especially dogs, 
which practically defy discovery, to 
Dresden-decorated cornucopias and 
vases. China cigarette boxes and 
urns for the mantle shelf that are 
derived from old Worcéster pieces, 
fit very well into the decorative 
scheme. “Queen Elizabeth hands,” 
highly prized by collectors of old 
glass, have also been adapted and 
make excellent spots of color 
against darker backgrounds. 

Pictures have likewise gone Vic- 
torian. Godey’s ladies look out 
from oval frames, and bird and 
flower prints delicately colored are 
likewise available. Little effort has 
been made to carry the Victorian 
spirit beyond furniture and acces- 
sories. Modern wallpapers and fab- 
rics for hangings and curtains are 
suggested to retain the gracious 
atmosphere.

On Feeding Quail. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE fall of snow this season has ap- 

parently been equaled by the letters 
it caused to drift to your column, in be- 
half of the birds. A greater number of 
other people went ahead and scattered 
grain and not words. Both were proba- 
bly necessary. 

The snow confined me to a very lim- 
ited part of the State. But the morning 
of Jan. 6 I did venture out a few miles. 
In that distance, ' was greeted by the 
sight of a covey of quail feeding in les- 
pedesa that stood above the snow. Many 
other birds, lesser in size if not in im- 
portance, were threshing seed from the 
tall bluestem grass. 

That night the snow resumed. With 
the snow still at its full depth, Jan. 8, 
I went out again. On the return trip, a 
distance of 30 miles, we saw six coveys 
of quail, All were able to fly, and ap- 
parently the gun of Old Man Winter 
didn’t even have any crippling effect. 
The seed they were seeking was still ac- 
cessible. 

Why this long story? This is to show 
that where the fence rows and roadsides 
are allowed to grow plants, these places 
will supply food and cover. 

The moral is that the solution to our 
winter feeding problem, to a great degree, 
lies in providing the birds food in a nat- 
ural condition before the snow arrives, 
and then, once it is provided, don’t touch 
a match to it.

_ DEMOCRACY FAILING. 
Democracy at work—that was the theme of yes- 
terday's editorial in this space on the conviction 
of Earl Browder, not because of his political beliefs, 
but because of violation of the passport laws. 

For an example of democracy’s failure to work, we 
do not need to go to Buropean countries which 
have abandoned democratic principles for dictator- 
ship, We do mot need to go outside Missouri. 
The Graves case, here in this State, is instance enough. 

W. W. Graves Jr. is the man about whom Gov. 
Stark said a year ago: “His continuous failure to 
prosecute ghastly felonies justifies his immediate 
removal from office.” | 

W. W. Graves is the man whom Tom Pendergast 
and Charles Carollo made Prosecuting Attorney of 
Jackson County to protect the racketeers, ballot 
corruptors and gangsters of Kansas City’s rotten 
Democratic machine. Pendergast, as everyone 
knows, thanks to the Federal Government, is now 
in Leavenworth, and Carollo, “big man” of Kansas 


City’s gambling, in Judge Reeves’ phrase, is also 


in prison for violation of Federal laws. 

W. W. Graves is the man who should have pros- 
ecuted Charles Gargotta, charged with murder and 
assault with intent to kill a Sheriff. He is the 
man who instead allowed the case of the notorious 
gangster with political friends to drag out through 
27 terms of court, and then dismissed the indictment. 
after it had been on the criminal books of Missouri 
for more than five years. Gargotta later was re- 
indicted by a grand jury bent on doing its duty, 
confessed his crime and is now in the penitentiary. 

W. W. Graves is the man whose advice Circuit 
Judge Paul A. Buzard told a Kansas City grand 
jury to ignore in the fire insurance compromise 
bribery case. 

He is the Prosecutor in name only whom the State 
of Missouri, acting through its Attorney-General, 
says should be ousted from office for continuous 
failure to perform the duties required of a Prosecutor. 

That is W. W. Graves. And yet look at what has 
happened to the case against him in Kansas City. 
All the indictments, issued by the grand jury, have 
been dismissed! 

The first two were dismissed by Circuit Judge 
Marion D. Waltner. Dismissing one, Judge Waltner 
said “Not one syllable of corruption” was presented 
by the State. Dismissing the second, the Court 
sustained a defense motion to quash on the grounds 
of improper conduct by some members of the indict- 
ing grand jury. The remaining indictments were 
then dismissed by Assistant Attorney-General Nolen. 

This washes out the suits to prosecute Graves for 
neglect of official duty in the Circuit Court at 
Kansas City. It leaves only the suit of the Attor- 
ney-General in the State Supreme Court to oust him 
from office—a proceeding which is scheduled to start 
Monday before a Supreme Court Commissioner. 

This one remaining case is the most important 
of all. It is in tke hands of Roy McKittrick. Mr. 
McKittrick can, with the resources at his command, 
present a case which will leave only one course open. 
There is the burning indictment by Gov. Stark. There 
is the withering comment of Circuit Judge Brown 
Harris when Graves dismissed the Gargotta case: 
“You have let this case become synonymous with the 
lack of law enforcement in Kansas City.” 

Statements like those are not lightly made. If 
Mr. McKittrick presents the case that he owes it 
to the people of Missouri to present, W. W. Graves 
Jr. is as good as ousted from office. The adminis- 
tration of justice in Kansas City courts has failed. All 
Missouri will be watching to see what happens when 
Graves goes before the Supreme Court. 

Here is a scandal against the authority of the 
State, against the people who make up the State, 
against the legal profession of which Graves is a 
member. Still, no move has been made by the 
State Bar Committee, expressly charged with re- 
sponsibility in such a case, to disbar Graves. 

One of the members of the State Bar Committee 
is John C. Grover of Kansas City, former law office 
associate and intimate of Graves. This fact and the 
further fact that a Judge of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, Ernest M. Tipton, is a former law partner 
of Graves, make it al] the more urgent that nothing 
remotely resembling an improper influence be al- 
lowed to be a factor in the handling of Graves’ case. 

The other members of the State Bar Committee— 
E. W. Jones, ex-officio chairman, Sedalia; Grover C. 
Sibley, St. Louis; Fielding P. Stapleton, Albany, and 
H. E. Sheppard, Butler—have an obligation to rescue 
their once vigorous agency from the bog of inactivity 
and suspicion into which it has fallen. 

Few men have been so blisteringly denounced by a 
Governor, an Attorney-General, by many Judges, by 
grand jurors. Few men have so besmirched a public 
trust as has this faithless Prosecutor, this shielder 
of gangsters and crooks. 

Is democracy working when he is allowed to con- 
tinue in office and “in good standing” at the bar?

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A JAPANESE PUPPET IN CHINA. 

Japan follows an old pattern of military invaders 
in its latest move in China. It has signed an agree- 
ment providing peace terms with Wang Ching-wei. 
Wang, formerly Premier under Chiang Kai-shek, 
broke with the national Government of China a year 
ago, and was recognized early this month by Japan 
as head of the new Chinese “Government.” He is 
the Japanese puppet, in other words, and his func- 
tion in China is the same as that of the dummy Pu-yi 
ir Manchoukuo. 

The 12 points of the Japanese-proposed peace are 
what may be expected—withdrawal of the invading 
army when “the new government demonstrates its 
ability to maintain peace and order,” recognition of 
Japanese rule in Manchoukuo, Japanese supervision 
of Chinese customs, and so on. Terms are so severe 
that two of Wang’s aids have parted company with 
him, 

The Chinese Nationalists conld not so much as 
make this the basis for negotiations without ab- 
jectly bending their knees before the ruthless in- 
vaders. Although the Chinese armies: have been 
pushed far back into the interior, there seems to be 
not the slightest disposition to do that. The war goes 
on, wasting away the Japanese as well, and actual

developed enabling states not directly con- 
cerned to remain aloof from recurrent wars. 
Essentially, neutrality represents a compro- 
mise between the conflicting interests of na- 
tions at peace—demanding that their trade 
with belligerents continue unhampered—and 
nations at war, which seek to curtail the 
enemy’s trade and military power. 

In a relationship of this type, both sides 
assume certain rights and duties. Neutral 
governments are supposed to maintain an 
attitude of impartiality and to abstain from 
the struggle. They may not supply muni- 
tions of war to a belligerent, lend him 
money, or permit the use of their territory 
for recruiting troops or fitting out a mili- 
tary expedition for the conflict. 

In 1914-1917 the United States, as the 
leading neutral, engaged in extended diplo- 
matic negotiations with the belligerents re- 
garding neutral rights in maritime war. 
Many Americans maintained’ that the se- 
curity of the United States could best be 
safeguarded if this country adopted meas- 
ures to assist the British and French. It 
is therefore scarcely surprising that in 1914 
the United States indicated it would more 
readily tolerate British than German in- 
fringements of neutral rights. 

By making numerous if ineffective pro- 
tests against the British measures, while 
upholding its contentions against Germany 
by force, the United States would seem to 
have maintained for the record ita insist- 
ence on the freedom of the seas. Ir actual 
fact, the British made few concessions. 
American neutrality policy in 1914-17 was 
thus characterized by a dual standard.

Measures 
such as this, subjecting trade between neu- 
trals to belligerent control, appear to be 
illegal; but, failing effective pretest by the 
United States Government, they are a prac- 
tical necessity if American trade with Eu- 
rope is not to be completely. disorganized.

The strain on innocent neutrals was in- 
creased late in November, 1939, when Ger- 
many’s counter-blockade of Britain was 
intensified, without prior notification, by 
the sowing of magnetic mines which took 
heavy toll of neutral as well as belligerent 
shipping on the converging trade routes to 
the United Kingdom. Both sides had of 
course begun to lay mines from the start, 
and the Germans had notified shipping of 
danger areas in the entrances to the Baltic. 
The new German mine campaign was de- 
fended in Berlin on the ground that, with 
the institution of the British convoy sys- 
tem, such mines could not be said to be 
directed “solely” against merchant shipping. 

Whatever the validity of contention, the 
British reply was scarcely more satisfactory.

ThE HanTING don 
RECALLS WAR SPIRIT 


New Film at Fox Theater Is 
Stirring Study of New 
York Regiment. 


By COLVIN McPHERSON 


HETHER it may be wise to 
W reawaken memories of Amer- 

ican participation in the World 
War at this jittery time or not, 
“The Fighting 69th,” the film which 
opened yesterday at the Fox The- 
ater, does reawaken them and in 
a manner such as no war picture 
since “The Big Parade” has done. 
The film is in fact a masterpiece 
of reminiscence. 

Opening at Camp Mills in 1917, 
it introduces many persons whose 
names are familiar, among them 
Father Francis P. Duffy, chaplain 
of the regiment, to whom the pic- 
ture is in part dedicated; Col. W. 
J. (Wild Bill) Donovan, its com- 
manding officer; Joyce Kilmer, the 
poet who wrote “Trees” and who 
lost his life in the war. The open- 
ing scenes are filled with martial 
music and good, American wise- 
cracking as the famed Irish regi- 
ment from New York settles down 
to its training period. 

The picture’s most ingratiating 
qualities are to be found in these 
studies of the “Fighting 69th” as a 
whole. Its riotous melees, its 
dusty uniforms, its good spirit all 
carry the conviction that these are 
American boys, that this really hap- 
pened. The feeling is never lost, 
although the story carries. on 
though the mud and misery of 
France and the triumphal] return 
home. 

Almost every male actor who 
could shoulder a gun for Warner 
Bros. was enlisted and there are a 
half dozen topnotch performances 
—Pat O’Brien as Father Duffy, 
George Brent in an especially 
stern and militaristic representa- 
tion of Wild Bill, Alan Hale as 
a Sergeant, Frank McHugh in a 
comedy part, Jeffrey Lynn as Kil- 
mer and James Cagney as the cow- 
ard who nearly wrecks everything. 

The screenplay writers have at- 
tempted to tell the story of the 
coward and his regeneration 
through Father Duffy's efforts but 
the regiment itself is the subject, 
story and everything. The most af- 
fecting sequence in the picture, 
perhaps, is that in which Kilmer 
improvises a poem from the re- 
marks of his comrades on the 
march. 

In the actual fighting, the audi- 
ence catches again the reality of 
war, the personal element, the fear 
that was in scenes of “The Big Pa- 
rade.” “The Fighting 69th” is en- 
tirely a man’s story, without any 
romantic angle to it. It hits home. 
It is a fine job. 

To make the ote doubly ne 
tertaining, the managemen 
has added “Mexican Spitfire,” «a 
hilarious farce that has the com- 
plications of a two-reeler but car-.

Planned Leftovers One Solu- 
tion — Record of Servings 
From Fixed Quantity 
Also Helps. 


Ordinary division doesn’t always 
work when the young cook ise try- 
ing to cut down a large recipe to 


that there are all sorts of special 
problems involved in small-quanti- 
ty cookery. 

Common complaints are that a 
roast for Sunday dinner means 
that there will be left-over meat 
for several days; cabbage heads do 
not always come in the correct size 
for two servings; fruits and vege- 
tables may be more expensive 
in small cans that in large cans; 
and the last pieces of a pie become 
soggy before they are eaten. 

With the aid of a good recipe 
book and the advice of friendly 
neighbors, it’s easy enough to learn 
how to cook, But it takes real 
ingenuity to plan meals for two 
persons, without wasting food or 
letting the menus become monot- 
onous. So it is important for the 
young homemaker to use care in 
planning purchases and in select- 
ing food, even though she shops on 
a rather small scale. 
To know exactly how many serv- 
ings you can get from a certain 


ning of meals-for-two. In a large 
family, where there are six or eight 
for every meal, an overcalculation 
in the amount of food needed can 
easily be absorbed by making each 
serving a little larger. But when 
there are only two for dinner, it’s 
harder to dispose of an extra quar- 
ter-pound of meat or half-pound 
of vegetables. 
So the wise cook will keep a rec- 
ord of how many servings she can 
get from a certain amount of the 
different foods she uses. Her record 
might include such facts as: one 
pound of prunes yields 10 to 12 
servings, one pound of broccoli 
yields 2 to 3 servings, a quart of 
sauerkraut yields 5 to 6 servings, 
and one pound of ground meat 
yields five servings. 

Matter of Economy. 
Many times there are consider- 
able savings to be made through 
buying food in fairly large quanti- 
ties. The skillful buyer will com- 
pare the prices of foods in differ- 
ent size containers and figure out 
how much she can save by get- 
ting the larger sizes. Then, of 
course, she will have to plan ade- 
quate storage space for keeping the 
food. 
Well arranged shelf space, cov- 
ered jars and refrigerator dishes 
of different sizes are important 
kitchen aids when there is food 
to be kept from one meal to the 
next. But remember that there is 
no saving if you buy more food 
than you can conveniently store. 
It is also poor economy to buy large 
amounts of food that spoil quickly 
or lose their food value upon stand- 
ing. For instance, fresh beans will 
shrivel after a day or two, sea 
foods spoil quickly, and fruit juices 
may lose some Vitamin C after they 
stand for some time. 
If you make use of the economies 
of purchasing in large quantities 
when there are only two in the 
family, it is important to plan 
meals for several days in advance. 
In this way there will be no waste 
and all left-over food will fit into 
a varied menu scheme. 
For example, the No. 3 size can 
of fruit is often the most econom- 
ical. But if you buy a large can of 


f 


need to serve the fruit the same 
way for every meal. Use the peach 
halves as a salad with cottage 
cheese for lunch one day, make 
them into shortcake for a dinner 
dessert the next day and serve 
them with toast for breakfast on 
another day. Use some of the pine- 
apple from a large can in a salad, 
and save the rest for broiling with 
ham and for later use in a fruit 
cup. By planning meals this way, 
there is no monotony and you save 
a few pennies each time you buy 
one large-size can of fruit instead 
of three small cans of different 
fruits. 

Fortunately, there are some foods 
that are almost planned to order 
for the family of two. Egg dishes 
can be made to fit a group of any 
size, And don’t forget that eggs 
can be served as omelet, souffle, 
curry and scallop—as well as 
poached, hard or soft cooked, fried 
or baked. Chops, cutlets, ground 
meat, stewing meat, sausage, ba- 
con, sliced ham and liver are among 
the meats that a family of two 
can use to good advantage. In 
many markets, chicken and fish 
can also be purchased cut into sec- 
tions of convenient size. 

But cooking more than enough 
for a single meal is often neces- 
sary, and sometimes it results in 
a saving of time and fuel. For 
example, roasts must weigh at 
least three pounds if they are to 
be cooked without undue shrink-

OMEHOW, one notices hands

Playing parlor games, 
shaking hands at parties, bridge, 
pinning on corsages, holding the- 
ater programs, eating luncheons 
and dinners in brilliantly lighted 
restaurants—all call attention to 
hands. They must be well cared 
for or your beauty rating takes a 
tumble. 

To have your nails beautifully 
manicured is not enough. That is 
essential, of course, and choosing 
a polish shade to harmonize with 
what you wear is definitely a fash- 
ion-first. But if your hands are 
chapped and reddened they lose 
all beauty, and keeping the skin 
soft and white is no simple task 
during the nippy months. 

It would be easy to say that a 
certain hand cream or lotion will 
keep your hands lily white and 
soft as velvet, but I haven’t found 
the cream or lotion which is suf- 
ficient to do that if you must wash 
your hands frequently and go out 
on chilly days! It takes a great 
deal of intelligent care to keep 
hands beautiful unless you are 
blessed with a slightly oily skin 
which is the best skin protection 
in the world!

FIRST OF ALL, do not wear kid 
gloves in winter. 
woolen, washable doeskin or fur- 
lined gloves, Kid permits the 
hands to chap and it should be 
held in reserve for spring wear.

| YNTHETIC vitamin Bi is being 
widely used for a number of 
conditions. The publicity which 
has been given its use in the treat- 
ment, of Lou Gehrig has brought a 
stack of inquiries to this desk. 
Lou Gehrig’s ailment, amyotro- 
phic lateral sclerosis, has been 
called in the public press “chronic 
infantile paralysis,” which it is not. 
It has nothing whatever to do with 
infantile paralysis and is only su- 
perficially like it. If vitamin Bl 
does Lou Gehrig’s case any good, 
it will be a new thing in medicine. 
Here's hoping that it will! 


In neuritis, that 1s to say, paraly- 
gis of the peripheral nerves, vita- 
min Bi, or its concentrate, thiamine 
chloride, seems, however, to have a 
very definitely good effect. Neuritis 
is a degeneration of the nerve 
fibers which may be due to a num- 
ber of poisonings — vitamin defi- 
ciency, lead, alcohol, arsenic and 
other minerals. Whatever the cause, 
the effect on the nerves and the 
physiology and relief of the condi- 
tion are very much the same, and 
vitamin Bl will prevent the devel- 
opment of neuritis, as well as cure 
it. 


Only now has it been possible to 
take a long range view of the ra. 
sults of vitamin Bl treatment of 
nervous disorders. I have before 
me a report of over 500 cases of 
neuritis treated by vitamin Bl 
which have been followed for over 
five years. Sixty-one per cent be- 
came symptom-free; 36 per cent 
were improved, and 3 per cent were 
unimproved. 

The improvement begins within 
three weeks and the improvement 
reaches its maximum in nine weeks, 
according to this report.

He studied the piano 
under a teacher, 
composition, score reading, baton 
technique—he taught himself. For- 
tunately, the piano teacher, Pedro 
Orgazon, was a widely read, imagi- 
native musician. 


“I won't say that he was a great 
teacher of the piano,” Chavez will 
tell you. “I am not a professional 
pianist. But he knew so much 
music. He did not master one or 
two Beethoven sonatas, he mas- 
tered them all. And when he start- 
ed playing Wagner—the Walkure, 
for instance—he would play through 
the whole opera. And he would 
analyze and illuminate the scores 
for me—for all of his pupils, I 
couldn’t have had a better intro- 
duction to the great classic litera- 
ture.”

HE effect of this tutelage, to- 
Ter with an inborn respon- 

siveness to musical language, 
made his progress easier than most. 
From the beginning of his piano 
playing he could take a complicated 
orchestral score and make a piano 
reduction for two hands at sight. 
And though he had little money for 
anything, what he did have he spent 
on standard scores. 

Chavez first introduced himself 
to the public of Mexico by giving 
piano and small orchestra recitals, 
with the assistance of a conductor, 


and the rest 


of his own and other works. Later, 
in 1924, he presented compositions 
by Shonberg, Stravinsky, Poulenc, 
Hindemith and other revolution- 
aries. This gained him something 
‘of a reputation as an “enfant terri- 
ble.” How many converts he made 
is still problematical. He has been 
hissed many times in his own baili- 
wick. But his audiences continue 
to grow. 

In 1928 Chavez got his great op- 
portunity when the heads of the 
Musicians Union came to him with 
the proposal that he take the di- 
rection of an orchestra that had 
already given a few concerts under 
scratch conductors, He agreed on 
the condition that he would have 

full power. 

Mexicans have no flair for blind 
leadership but Chavez laid down 
an iron discipline and has never 
relaxed it. From a season of about 
eight concerts his orchestra has 
reached the point where it gives 
12 pair, six additional concerts for 
children and six free concerts for 
workers—and the workers are given 
the same musical fare as the regu- 
lar patrons. Next year the season 
will be enlarged by including sev- 
eral performances of opera—Bizet’s 
“Carmen,” Mozart’s “Magic Flute” 
and Wagner’s “Tannhauser” among 
others. And since 1929 the orches- 
tra has enjoyed a partial subsidy 
from the Government. 

When he started in to improve 
the playing quality of his orches- 
tra, Chavez found that he could 
not count upon the Mexican schools 
to furnish him with new and better 
trained material. Out of necessity 
the orchestra itself became a train- 
ing school. And hen this system 
had reached the limit of its pos- 
sibilities he tried the extremely 
bold device of bringing in a cer-

To do this im 
Mexico not only requires artistic 
boldness but a first-class nervous 
system. The Mexicans know what 
they like—and how. 

Chavez, as I have said, has been 
hissed many times without losing 
a jot of his popularity. Only last 
summer, a Friday night audience, 
after listening politely to one of 
the conductor’s own works, a con- 
cert version of a ballet, turned loose 
a storm of sibilants so powerful 
that one might have thought every 
radiator in the place had been punc- 
tured. As always, however, there 
were pros as well as cons. The 
pros countered with a barrage of 
bravos, Diego Rivera came to the 
edge of his box and shouted insults 
at all and sundry, and even the 
American tourists began to take 
sides. 


It was all very stimulating. The 
conductor had his say through his 
music, the audience had theirs and 
everybody was satisfied. 


For a musician who ministers to 
such an effervescent audience, 
Chavez is singularly calm and selif- 
contained. Being a concentrated 
personality who regards himself as 
a musician, first, last and always, 
he does not go in for extra-musical 
stunts that make good newspaper 
copy. His friends and acquaint- 
ances find him cultivated and 
charming with all the interest in 
art, literature, politics and modern 
life that one might expect. But he 
cultivates no hobbies, expensive or 
otherwise—unless one could classify 
his addiction to maroon colored 
flannel shirts as such—he doesn’t 
make a practice of having himself 
photographed with movie stars, he 
doesn’t drive a flashy car. 

Still and all—and you can take 
this from the Mexicans—he has 
color.
